London Wholesaler’s Claim

Kosher meat imported from Dublin 
into this country would not neces- 
sarily be any cheaper than the Jewish 
housewife now pays for her home- 
killed meat, said Mr. F. Frohwein on 
Tuesday. 

Mr, Frohwein, who is a prominent 
London kosher butcher and whole- 
saler under the supervision of 
Kedassia, told me that the cost of air 
freightage would counteract any 
reduction in price which the Dublin 
cattlemen might allow to wholesalers. 
He contends that Mr. S. Sevitt, Presi- 
dent of the Eire Board of Shechita, 
is wrong when he says that Dublin 


meat could be Is, per pound cheaper, 


and adds that Mr. Sevitt “does. not 
understand’ the minds and buying 
ew of the London Jewish house- 
wife.” 

The Dublin housewife will buy the 
cheaper cuts, said Mr. Frohwein,. but 
the London’ Jewish housewife wants 
only the best. So the cheaper meat 
is left on the butchers’ hands and 
they have to make up their losses by 
increasing the price of the better cuts. 
Mr. Frohwein has his cattle killed 
at his own abattoir at Tring and does 


not buy from the Islington Cattle 


Market. where shechita under the 


supervision of the London Board is

BERNARD BARUCH 


OR forty out of the ninety 2 


years which he completes 
today Bernard Baruch has 


been happy, by all appearances, to 


be a legend. “To him who knows 
how to read the legend,” Martin 
Buber tells us, “it conveys more 
truth than the‘chronicle.” Not all 
of us are so equipped ; in the case 
of Baruch there is: something like

He was born at Camden, South 
Carolina, on August 19, 1870.

Palestine. 


It was another reas statesman 
of Jewish birth who, three cen- 
turies later, opened a further 
chapter in the island’s history. “ At 
the Congress of Berlin in 1878, 
Disraeli secured that © Cyprus 
(which, like Palestine, was then 
part of the Turkish Empire) should 
come under British rule. 


Although small in numbers, the 
modern Jewish community of 
Cyprus has in recent years made 
an outstanding contribution to the 
country’s economic development. 
The relations between Jews and 
non-Jews have always been of the 
happiest. When many thousands of 
would-be immigrants to Palestine 


were kept by the British authorities — 


in the detention camps of Cyprus, 


the Cypriots showed trué friendship — 


towards these refugees. Since the 
establishment of the State of Israel, 
the commercial and cultural links 
between the two countries have 
developed in a most cordial and 
friendly way.. The Government of 


Israel has now warmly welcomed — 


the establishment. of the Republic 
of Cyprus, which may be. expected 
to exert a valuable influence for 
Stability and harmony ‘In the 
Eastern.

Lunar World

sion of a lunar world. Beyond the 
kibbutz of Yotvata (Elath’s water. 
supplier) the Edomite mountains 
begin to loom on the horizon to the 
left.

ynstitutions responded to the economic 
welfare challenge they would fall into 
discredit and eclipse.
